PAYING FOR 
‘THE GREAT WAR 


| OTTAWA,—It is something new 


jfor the generation that takes part 
in a war to pay for it, but this is 
what the Canadian people have 
been doing in the past four years. 

The late Hon, J. A. Robb, min- 
ister of finance called attention to 
the large reductions in debt in re- | 
cent years when speaking in Mont- 
real, And he pointed out, also, 
‘the significance of these debt re- 
ductions in relation to war expen- | 
{ditures between 1914 and 1918. 

While Canada added hugely to 
her debt in the war years, the 
governments of those days did not 
long term loans, Twenty 
years was the maximum, and many 
Was issues were for 15 years, This 
means that all of the war debt 
must mature before 1940, 

As a matter of fact, nearly 
the bond issues of the early 
years have matured already, 
it was to this that Mr. Robb. re- 
ferred. Canadians who recal| the 
war years vividly will be inter- 
ested to know that the cost of the

000 in 1928, Since then, redue- 
tions, of ever increasing amounts, 
have been made. 


From another angle, the wisdom 
of the effort of these four years is 


patent. By paying off $211,000,000 
of debt, the Government not only 
has released this huge sum of 


money for investment in commer- 
enterprises, but has reduced 
the interest charges to be paid out 


of the treasury every year by 
$15,000,000,

The legislative committee has

/the chairmanship of W. F, Far- 
quharson, M.L.A. for Ribstone, 

Owing to the rapid development 
of the Peace River country another 
seat in the house for that portion 
of the province has become a ne- 
cessity, the premier considers, But 
while such an additional constitu- 
ency is a probability it will not be 
the only change that is likely to 
result from the consideration of the 
matter. The whole problem will be 
tackled seriously. No announce- 
ment of « definite nature can be 
made, however, until the report of 
the committee has gone before the 
legislature.
